A questionnaire has beer, sent t<f 
the parents as part of the survey 
to determine "if there are enough 
high school children interested in 
enrolling in summer school to make 
it possible to organize a summer 
session." 

The school would run for six 
weeks, June 13 to July 25, with fees 
of $20 for each subject in which 
the student is enrolled. A book 
rental fee of 50 cents will be charged 
in each subject. 

To make the survey reliable it 
will be necessary to pay a $5 deposit 
when the questionnaire is returned 
to the .high school office. The de- 
posit will be refunded if * the class 
does not meet. 

A student will earn one-half unit, 
the equivalent of one semester's 
work, for each accredited subject 
carried successfully. 

QUESTIONNAIRES must be re- 
turned to the high school office by 
Friday, May 13. 

A student may enroll for one, 
two or three subjects. Transporta- 
tion to and from school must be sup- 
plied by the students. 

There will be three class periods, 
120 minutes in each. The first wilt 
be from 8 to 10 a. m., the second 
from 10:10 to 12:10 and the third 
from 12:20 to 2:20 p.m. 

The questionnaire has a listing of 
courses where would-be students 
are to place check marks before the 
subject they wish to take. 

These include English I, English 
II, English III, world history, Amer- 
ican history, American government, 
biology t general science*. .. general 
mathematics, algebra, typing, art, 
general shop, reading improvement, 
driver education (classroom), driver 
education (behind wheel) and oth- 
ers wished. 

PURPOSES of the summer school 
program include: 

1. To permit students to acceler- 
ate their public school program by 
earning additional credits toward 
graduation. 

2. To. permit students to make 
up work which they have failed to 
complete satisfactorily during the 
regular terms. 

3. To occupy the time of youths 
which might otherwise be idle dur- 
ing the summer months. 

4. To offer courses of special 
content which are not available 
during the regular terms.
